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MCALL 1S DEFIED,

Constables Bewildered Be-
tween Duty and Policy,

BUT WILLREPORT ANYHOW

The Number of Speak-Easies in the
Returns Will be Small.

THEY DECLINE TO ACT AS SPIES,

Apd Add That There is Neither Money Nor
Honor in the Position,

HOW SPEAE-EASY OWXNERS ARE CAUGHT

After the 36 constables of Pittsburg had
repeated their “Now I lay me" lnst night,
their next prayer was: “From the judges
sud Distnet Attorney tlo-morrow, good
Lord, deliver us” To-day being the first
of Quarter Sessions, they are expected to
make the quarterly returns required by law
on the number of persons in their wards or
townships who sell liguor without license.
Specin]l Agent McCall has been after the
constables with a hot stick, and some
strange revelations are expected. The com-
mon belie!, sustaived by the statements of
police and others who ought to kuow, is
that there are over 500 speak-gasies in active
operation in the city. This will give an
average of pearly 14 violutors of the license
jaws to esch consiable, which he must in-
clude in his return.

An Alderman, who seemed to be thor-
oughly posted in what to expeet, said lass
night that no such average would be made,
although it counld be increased il’ so greata
pumberof speak-easies were not “protected.””
He udded:

“How can & constable be expected to in-
vestigate such matters ina manner to secure
conviction at the munificent recompense of
&7 20 per annum, They get §1 80 tor each
veturn, and no more, whether they bave
cight or 80 places where liquor is ille-
gully sold to report. The constzble
cannot report such places unless bé actuslly
kuows that they come within the meaning
of the license law, and it would take a good
many times §1 80 to investigate the matter
satistuctorily to the constable aund the court,
i. e, to buy sdrink and swear toit, pro-
viding witnesses.

A QUESTION OF POLITICS.

“Tuke into consideration the fact that the
man who interferes with his neighbors and
residents of his own ward, where he bas
been elected und belore whom he may come
azuin for public indorsement, has but litile
chinnee of getting it, and the apathy of the
constable may be expected, if mot ex-
plained.”

1f the fact that this is Labor Day does not
interfere 8 large and very much interested
nudience is expected ot the opening of the
courts io-day to hear the returns made to
the Judges, and it was pleasantly suggested
by a constable last night that by closing the
cvurtroom doors and mrresting the whole
sndience a larger haul of speak-easy pro-
prictors would be made in one bour than by
raidipg their places for a month. Every
owner of these places of illegal refreshment
will be presemt who can be, to sscertain
whether hisor her name ison the list, and
the questions of the Distriet Attornevy based
on information he has already received, are
expected to be more searching thaw pleas
uot.

A number of constables were seen last
night and the majority refused to give any
indication of what their report would be or
how many they would return. The con-
stable of the First ward has not yet returned
from eamp, so no report trom there ean be
Jooked for.
a few places, but not by any means the
pumber which do business without the
formality of taking out a license. The
Third ward constable could not be found,
although several places where men went in
looking thirsty and came out looking tired
were visible.

Constabie John . Carney, of the Sixtn
ward, said he would report some places in
his return. When questioned how many be
retused to state, but said he would report
any person violating the low knowingly if
it were his own brother, He admitted that
the number to be reported was small, but as
the Sixth is o well-known temperance ward,
this is not surprising.

The Fourth ward constable states that
there are no speak-easies in his ward. Pat
rick Connelly, of the Ninth ward, has no
returas to make either. He said:

8 P. McCall: and it all e affirms is true, why
dopsn’t be inforio the ward constabile where
and when liquor was sold? These jdle threats
of prosecntion we do not pay any atteution to,
1tis quite possible that & nuwber of persons
keep speak-essies in  my district.  In-
deed 1 believe they do, but whenever
I ro isto any of these Louses you may be oer-
taln no beer is being sold. A man may have
his house packed with beer; there e no law to
prevont him.  We coulu notarrest kim for hav-
ing it in his honse, exeept be i8 caught selhing
st. It meed hardly be said that every person
who keeps & speak-easy knows the ward con.
gtable, and are on the watch for his movemenis.
Thie munices it extremely difficult for us 1o gain
any accurate information about thewm.

A Homburg Citizen Writes for the Names
of Ameyvican Genlrv—Mombers of
the Aristecrncy Proeferred.

It was with no little trepidation that
Postmaster Larkin opened, vesterday, a
bulky package, postmarked Hamburg, and
nddressed “To Mr, The Postmaster at
Pittsburg,”” anticipating some information
as to the suceession in bis office, of which
e has had a great deal from egqually re-
linble sourees, or some other communications
of dire moment. Mr. Larkin carefully
undid the wrapper with a view to the avoid-
ance of dynamite experiments, nnd was as-
tonished as much at the liberality of the
correspondent as at the oddity of his

request.

The correspondent avoids all superfluous
penmanship by printing at the top of the
letter “*Date of poststamp,’ referring the
reader 1o the envelope tor information when
the circular was sent. The circular then
asks a list of 200 o 300 *'of both parties, of
the gentry and those known to be well-to-
do,” 1t euts a pretty wide swathe into the
pooulation when enumerating the classes
wished to be reached, starting with Govern-
ment officials, then the aristocracy and end-
ine with lessees. Three gheets, to contain
100 uames each, are enclosad, which are
ruled and scheduled for the clusses, occupa-
tion, name, residence and postoffice in fuir
commercial printing style. The remyner-
ation promised for forwarding the nnmes is
1 shilling and 6 pence per 100, a rather low
valnation for the aristocracy, Government
ofiicinls and gentry of Pittsburg,

An index hand points to a postseript
which suggests that & printed list of voters
and their addresses would be acceptable,
and shows a covert design upon the ballot
box of the country to which the suggestions
of getting people of both parties is buta
flimsy cloak, and, in the light of Sir Lionel
Sackville West’s advice to a voter, woun't
wash. The circnlar concludes: “Intheex-
pectation of your aequiescsnce to this pro-
posal, and tendering von my readiness to
reciprocity, I remain your cbedient servant,
N. Landaun.”

Postmaster Larkin was puzzled to know
what the numes were wanted for, a8 no hint
to the object is found in the circular. He
thourht it might be an effort to introduce u
new lottery scheme to the attention of the
Pittsburg nobility, aristocraey, Government
officials, ete. As one of the latter class, he
did not think he would avail himself of the
opportunity to earn 4 shillings and 6 pence,
or about §1 10, by getting up a local higa-
toned directory or bloe book, and handed
the missive over toa reporter as the best
means of disseminating information, whether
at homa or abroad.

The diffienlty now to be mef was not what
to send, but, as in any first-class newspaper
office, what to leave out. The question of
forwarding a capyof the oity directory to M,
Landau presented itself, as with a liberality
much wider than thut of the election luws,
hie specifies no s#x in the names to be sent.
Then the voters' lists of the various wards
were thought of, but dismissed on the
grounds o! the final clause in tbe circular
which assures the sender of readiness to re-
eiprogity, and who would want & voters® list
of the First and Fitth wards of Hamburg?
As a eompromise, and to do the least harm
the greatest number Mr. Landau was mailed
acopy of the delinquent tax Jist.

The Distrit Attorney Drops the
Foreign Glassblowers' Case.

ALL EY!BENGE HAS BEEN SEXT IN,

He Asks That the Suit bs Turned Over to
Special Agent Layton.

THE MEN AT JEANNETTE ARE WATCHED

District Attorney Walter Lyon yesterday
mailed his last report to the Treasury De-
partment at Washington about the imported
window glass workers at Jeanpette, The
report is an answer to the request of the de-
partment, asking him to say, in his opinion,
who he thought brought the glassworkers
on to this country. In his first report Mr,
Lyon stated that the men had been brought
here under an implied contract, and recom-
mended that they be sent back to Europe.
The officers of the department were not sat-
fied with this and wanted to kmow who
brought them over, :

From the evidence in kis possession the
District Attorney could not fully answer
this question, and in his last letter, which
is now in Washington, he so states. He
replies briefly that he could not ascertain
who hrought the men to this country, and
had already submitted all the evidence he
could get. What will be done now nobody
can tell. Some persons think the depart-
ment will drop the matter on account of in-
sufficient evidence to prosecute the violators
of the law. The law, they eclaim, isalso
defective, and there is no way of sending
the men back to their homes.

The District Attorney also recommends
that the case now be turned over to Bpecial
Agent B. D. Layton, of this city., Mr.
Lyon has done everything he could in the
line of duty in the matter, and by so doing
had to neglect other official matters. Bince

he took hald of the case the specinl agent,
who is commonly kpown as Immigrant In-
spector, hus been appointed, and it should
be turued over to him. The latter is Mr.
Layton, whose business it is to investigate
alleged violations of the alien contract labor
law. He was called in to consult, by Mr.
Lyon, but in his official capacity the
special agent has done nothing in the
case, His friends state that “Bob’ does
not hanker after the case on account of its
being so near home, but in the few months
he has been in office he has made a record
for efficiency. 1f the department turnsit
over to him he will likely push ittos
speedy settlement, one way or the other.

“See,” said he, “the Lake Eriehas gained
ground for two tracks in a few years, and if
it keeps on -will soon have a freight yard
manufactured from the earth of its own cut-
tings, which is a profitable way of dump-
ing. When the Junction rond gets its work
in piles and trestles they will soon be filled
in and made solid embankments.

“Look at the Pittsburg and Westerp. It
is doing the same work on the Aﬂqhen{,
XNow, should such & flood asrise as came in
1884, the back-waters in the sewers would
fill every cellar in the lower part of the
city. It filled them up to Fifth avenue that
year when both rivers were less impeded
and much wider than they are now. The
